For the past few days a representative 


of the Gazette has put in his leisure mo- 
ments in visiting the various tobacco 
warehouses iu this city, gaining informa- 
tion from tho buyers, and witnessing tho 
operation of sorting and packing. To 
say that these moments buvo been very 
profitably spent is but mildly expressing 
tho easy manner in which wo gained 
much valuable information. 
With but 


ono or two exceptions we found Hie pur- 
chasers and packers of the "weed" in 
good spirits, who gave us a cordial ro- 
ception, and tho desired information. As 
a general thing tho buyers anticipate good 
results from tho 'S-l crop, although somo 
havo fears as to the result of the Span- 
ish treaty, should tho present congress 
see fit to ratify it as it now stands. So 
tar tht) 'S-i crop has been placed in the 
warehouses in good condition; now 
and-thea a grower has attempted to de- 
liver his bundlec handled in as careless 
a manner as a slovenly farmer handles 
his bundles of wheat, barley and oats, 
but these cases havo been very few, and 
the necessary "shrinkage" or "dockage" 
which is put upon such careless and 
slovenly work, generally admonishes the 
grower to bo more careful in tho future 
Tho growers who havo had experi- 
ence 
in 
handling 
tobacco 
in 


this 
section 
of 
the 
county, and 


who have already marketed thoir crop, 
have realized good prices, and are well 
satisfied; while others, who have for the 
Hrst time ventured into tobacco raising, 
and through tho lack of experience in 
caring for their crop, not having received 
the full returns of their more experienced 
neighbors, are, of course, not so well sat- 
isfied with their summer's work. We 
round the buyers ail in a very talkative 
mood, and ready to make offers on any 
Wisconsin tobacco offered, all of whom 
gave tte Wisconsin tobacco the loading 
place in the market of the United States. 
Wo also found them unanimous in oppo- 
sition to tho Spanish treaty, claiming 
that if the treaty theuld be ratified it 
would rum tho tobacco industry ot tho 
Umted States. 
We found that many 


eastern and southern firms wero doing 
bnsiuoss iu this city through our regular 
local firms, dealing on commission; 
consequently the accurate amount of to- 
Daoco handled cannot be gained until tlio 
Close of tbe season, which will extend in. 
to May. 
These eastern and southern 


dealers, in many oases have been here 
earlier in the season, made personal vis- 
its to tho growers, contracted for the 
crops to be delivered in this city. To 
what extent this has been done is un- 
known, and it will bo imponsiblo to as- 
certain, as buyers havo left the city, and 
their business is in the hands of tbsir 
commission men. A correspondent iu 
the United States Tobacco Journal, writ, 
ing from this city under date ol! Januajy 
6tb, gives a list ot thirty Now York firms 
doing business in this city; sis Irom Chi- 
cago; five from Baltimore; four from 
Philadelphia and Lancaster; four . from 
St. Louis, and fifty other firms scatt-red 
through tho east and west, taking in J!ew 
Orleans. Of course these firms are rep- 
resented by commission men. Tho writer 
also estimates that 53,000 oases have been 
secured by these firms, and estimates 
8,000 cases yet in tho hands of the grow- 
ers. The corrospon 3ent, speaking of the 
condition of tho crop, truthfully rays: 
'I have thoroughly examined the crop, 
watched it as it greif and examined it 
when hanging iu tho barns in various 
sections or tbe tobacco-growing district. 
The crop, as a whole, :s vory good, su- 
perior to last vear's, and these who 
bought judioioasly will reap the benefit; 
bat there is considerable of narrow and 
thick leaf and white veins can be found 
in abundance also. 
For such tobacco 


many paid as high as 13 cents in the 
bundle; others again, more careful, paid 
only as high, as 8 cents for it. The buy. 
ers, nevertheless, are in high spirits, be- 
lieving to havo bought tho finest crop 
ever raised,'at reasonable figures." 


THE WAREHOUSES. 


Tho tobacco warehouses aro just now 


presenting a very lively scene, there be- 
ing over six hundred hands employed in 
ilns oity by the various firms, aud the 
sorting and packing rooms, were it not 
for the "No admittance," conspicuously 
posted upon tho doors, would bo an in- 
:eresting place to visit and witness tko 
expert handling ot tbe weed. We started 
out last Monday to make the rounds of 
tho several warehouses, for tho purpose 
of ascertaining tho number of hands cm- 
ployed, and the amount ot tobacco to bo 
Dandled, also to obtain a correct list of 
;be regular firms located in Jauesville. 
Wo give below the result of our investi- 
gation, stating that many ot tbe firms, 
josides doing business on their own ac- 
count, also do business for other firms on 
commission. To till ot these firma we 
are more or less indebted for tho infor- 
mation we hero give. Tho •waruhouses 
are not all in toll running order, but all 
,ro doing some sorting and packing, most 
ot thorn being in full operation.
